Bomber Command Bar 


The Bomber Command Bar is awarded to 
Canadian Veterans who, regardless of rank 
or role, served a minimum of one day with 
Bomber Command between September 3, 
1939, and May 8, 1945 (Victory in Europe 
Day). 


Recognizing that the successes of Bomber 
Command started on the ground and fin- 
ished in the air over Fortress Europe, all 
Canadian Bomber Command Veterans who 
earned the Canadian Volunteer Service 
Medal (CVSM), regardless of rank or role, 
are eligible for the honour. 


The aircrews of RAF Bomber Command during World War 
Il operated a fleet of bomber aircraft carried strategic bombing 
operations from September 1939 to May 1945, on behalf of 
the Allied powers. The crews were men from the United King- 
dom, other Commonwealth countries, and occupied Europe, 
especially Poland, France, Czechoslovakia and Norway, as well 
as other foreign volunteers. While the majority of Bomber 
Command personnel were members of the RAF, many 
belonged to other air forces - especially the Royal Canadian 
Air Force (RCAF), Royal Australian Air Force (RAAF) and Royal 


New Zealand Air Force (RNZAF). Under Article XV of the 
1939 Air Training Agreement, squadrons belonging officially 
to the RCAF, RAAF, and RNZAF were formed, equipped and 
financed by the RAF, for service in Europe. While it was 
intended that RCAF, RAAF, and RNZAF personnel would 
serve only with their respective "Article XV squadrons", in 
practice many were posted to units of the RAF or other air 
forces. Likewise many RAF personnel served in Article XV 
squadrons. 


A total of 126 squadrons served with Bomber Command. Of 
these, 32 were officially non-British units: 15 RCAF squad- 
rons, eight RAAF squadrons, four Polish squadrons, two 
French squadrons, two RNZAF/"New Zealand" squadrons, 
and one Czechoslovakian squadron. 


Most aircrew were aged between 19 and 25, although some 
were as young as 16, and at least one was in his sixties. 


In total 364,514 operational sorties were flown and 8,325 
aircraft lost in action. Bomber Command aircrews suffered a 
high casualty rate: of a total of 125,000 aircrew, 57,205 
were killed (a 46 percent death rate), a further 8,403 were 
wounded in action and 9,838 became prisoners of war. 


Therefore, a total of 75,446 airmen (60 percent of opera- 
tional airmen) were killed, wounded or taken prison- 
er. A memorial in Green Park in London was unveiled by 
Queen Elizabeth Il on 28 June 2012 to highlight the heavy 
casualties suffered by the aircrews during the war.

MONEY ART 


Fantasy banknotes are nothing new and at least since the euro souvenir bills the collector's market is almost always with 
new motives on actually worthless bills, which are not money, but imitate such flooded. Many classic bank note collectors 
reject such modern collectibles for good reasons, on the other hand, new collecting passions are generated, which may also 
have positive effects on the classic collection areas. Overlapping exists anyway and in the end the collector decides for him- 
self what is important to him and what he likes. At the Sberatel in Prague at the beginning of September 2019, a stand was 
almost constantly relocated, on which a new book on fantasy bones as art objects and, of course, the objects of desire itself 
were presented. The book, written entirely in English, presents the banknote creations of the Slovak artist Matej Gabris, 
who sees himself as a "conceptual music maker". Impressive is the artistic ingenuity, from which ultimately his fantasy 
notes emerge. After an introduction that deals with fantasy banknotes in general, the artistic design of banknotes and secu- 
rity printing, a kind of catalog begins in which all the banknotes projects of the artist are presented.

Florence. On the back we find on the left a monument of the artist and 
Mittig his world famous Mona Lisa. According to the book, only 565 
copies of this certificate are printed. 


In general, the editions of the artist's various banknote projects are 
very low. The catalog begins with his first works from 2012. These were 
his own creations of a 100-drachma note from the National Bank of 
Greece and a 20-crown note from Slovakia. Of both notes, only 200 
pieces were ever made. Next is the colorful dance u.a. with bills for 
Cyprus, the Vatican, Wales, Macedonia, Veneto, Andorra, San Marino, 
Monaco, Panama, France, Scotland, Israel, Austria, Greenland, 
Norway, the Shetlands, the Azores, Montenegro, for Spitsbergen, Slove- 
nia, the Soviet Union , the GDR, for Italy, Transylvania, Saarland, for 
various Polish issuing offices (including Gdansk and East Gorlitz) and 
many other countries and regions. The design of the notes is based on 
real existing notes. Greek fantasy bills therefore look like real Greek 
bills. That sounds dangerous and almost on the verge of legality. However, no real existing banknotes are imitated and all 
bills are marked as worthless. 


The motifs used were classical works of art and buildings as well as landscapes, animals and portraits. Among them we 
also find those of personalities who in the real world of money would rather have barely managed to get a banknote, such 
as Pierre Richard, Paul Belmondo, Sean Connery or Freddy Mercury. We also find portraits of Grace Kelly (Princess Gracia 
Patricia of Monaco), Princess Diana or the Pope. As alleged German banknotes were a 20-DM note with Anette von 
Droste-HUulshoff, a 300-mark bill of the GDR with Erich Honecker, a 50-DM mark with Willy Brandt and a 100-euro bill with 
Wolfgang Schauble created. 


It is interesting that the artist has also designed bills made of plastic - similar to the polymer notes with see through win- 
dow. The bills are produced in two printing plants - one in Prague, the other in Bratislava.

LIBERIA: CDC LAWMAKER DISCLOSES REASON FOR PRINTING NEW MONEY

Montserrado County District 8 Representative Moses Acarous Gray of the ruling Coalition for Democratic Change 


MONROVIA—An Executive Committee Member of the ruling Coalition for Democratic Change (CDC), Representative Acarous 
Gray, has justified the significance of the printing of new Liberian banknotes by the George Manneh Weah-led administra- 
tion. Lawmaker Gray is representing the people of electoral district #8 in the 54th National Legislature. A report from the 
Joint Committee of the National Legislature on Banking and Currency, and Ways, Means and Finance gave the Executive 
proposed the printing of new Liberian banknotes. The report followed a communication addressed to both houses in Sep- 
tember by President Weah on the decline of the country’s economy due to unaccounted local currency infused. Members of 
the 54th National Legislature are expected to cut their break short to return to the Capitol Building on November 18 to pur- 
posely grant the request of the Executive to print about 35 billion new Liberian dollars. There have been mixed reactions 
among lawmakers over the printing of new Liberian banknotes. But according to Representative Gray, the printing of the 
new banknotes will help put smiles on the faces of civil servants (bulk of who have not taken pay for several months), for 
the festive season. His assertions were contained in a statement posted on the social media on Wednesday. “Printing of 
money will also help pay our civil servants on time for the Christmas break, but you are kicking against it because you be- 
lieve that if civil servants are not paid on time, they could join you in your so-called Weah must resign failed protest.” — Rep. 
Moses Acarous Gray, Montserrado County, District 8, CDC. He lashed at those criticizing the printing of new Liberian bank- 
notes by the Weah-administration in the midst of numerous economic challenges. “See how these guys are so evil to the 
suffering masses,” he added. “I see no reason why we must not print a new banknote and withdraw from the market the 
old ones. These rascals who printed the extra L$10bn to undermine this administration will bring out that old money when 
a new one is printed,” he maintained. Representative Gray furthered: “These crooks are now spending some of that stolen 
money on the so-called advocates for the purpose of misleading the public that printing money now is evil. Don’t be misled 
by these tricksters.” 


Dillon’s opposition 


The idea of printing new Liberian banknotes is not going down well with some members of the 54th National Legislature. 
One of such persons is Monserrado County Senator Abraham Darius Dillon. The Liberal Party lawmaker wants Liberians to 
prevail upon their respective lawmakers to disapprove the printing of new Liberian bank notes. He said citizens should be 
abreast about the outcome of investigations into the US$16 billion and US$25 million mop up exercise, as well as structur- 
al changes put in place to avoid re-occurrence, especially at the Central Bank of Liberia (CBL). “Citizens of Liberia, please 
prevail upon your lawmaker and if possible, pressure them to not give approval to the printing of new bank notes. We first 
need to know what actually happened to the US$16b and the US$25m said to have been infused into the economy to mop 
up excess Liberian dollars from the market,” Dillon stated on the social media. 


It remains unclear whether or not lawmakers will yield to the reported call of the Executive to attend an extra sitting which is 
in keeping with Article 32(b) of the 1986 Constitution of Liberia. Article 32(b) states: The President shall, on his own initia- 
tive or upon receipt of a certificate signed by at least one-fourth of the total membership of each House, and by proclama- 
tion, extend a regular session of the Legislature beyond the date for adjournment or call a special or extraordinary session 
of that body to discuss or act upon matters of national emergency and concern. When the extension or call is at the re- 
quest of the Legislature, the proclamation shall be issued not later than 48 hours after receipt of the certificate by the Pres- 
ident.” There are reports that lawmakers are demanding the full payment of their salary arrears and “extra sitting fee” be- 
fore signing a resolution to return for the extra sitting. 
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LIBERIA: THE PROBLEM WITH PRINTING NEW MONEY

LIBERIA IS IN THE MIDST of an economic recession and desperate times appear to be resorting to desperate measures as 
the George Manneh Weah-led government appears to be convinced that printing more Liberian dollars is a way out of the 
messy state of the country’s economy. 


TODAY, THERE IS A decline in economic activity and consumers are not spending as they should. Thus, businesses are 
losing and struggling to survive. 


THE APPOINTMENT OF A NEW Governor of the Central Bank of Liberia, the recall of members of the Legislature from the 
“Constituency Break” for special session; all point to the conclusion that the plan to print more money is in full effect. 


THIS COMING in the aftermath of two major scandals and controversies involving missing and misapplied funds from the 
Central Bank of Liberia. 


IN SEPTEMBER 2019, shipping containers filled with newly printed Liberian dollars from Swedish banknote manufacturer 
Crane AB disappeared from Liberia’s entry ports between 2016 and 2017. The Central Bank of Liberia denied the allega- 
tions and stated that the money was stored in vaults across the city. 


BEFORE THAT, President Weah, who came into office in January 2018, announced that the Central Bank would pump 
$25m into the economy to help resuscitate the local currency. The scheme, popularly referred as a “mop-up” exercise, 
took place between July and October 2018 and intended to reduce the amount of local currency in the economy to slow 
further depreciation. 


TO THE CONTRARY, THE LIBERIAN DOLLAR has since been in a freefall, leading to higher import costs and inflation with 
many consumers and vendors having to dig deeper into their stash and savings to purchase expensive items as prices 
rocket through the roof. 


TWO REPORTS — one from the government’s Presidential Investigative Team (PIT) and the other, the USAID-funded Kroll 
report, raised concerns around the exercise amid unanswered questions about the shipments of cash into Liberia. Both 
reports found flaws in how the government policy was implemented in each case. In the final analysis, neither the PIT nor 
Kroll were able to account for all of the newly printed Liberian dollars or the additional US dollars in the country. 


ADDITIONALLY, THE General Auditing Commission (GAC), charged with the responsibility to audit all government entities, 
has advised the government against the printing of new local currency, especially in the wake of yet-to-be answered ques- 
tions over how the first monies were dispensed and why there is a shortage of currency, so soon after LD16 billion went 
missing. 


ON OCTOBER 8, 2019, the GAC sent a communication to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, Bhofal Chambers 
and President Pro-Tempore of the Senate, Albert T. Chie, urging the National Legislature not to accept the request made 
by the Executive, “because it will have an adverse consequence on the economy and the people.” 


THE FACT that both the CBL and the government have so far failed to explain to the Liberian people why there is a short- 
age of local currency in circulation, soeaks volumes about why officials of the government are treading such a dangerous 
line that could come back to haunt them, as did the now failed Eton and Ebomaf deals which came with much hype but 
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fell short of coming to fruition. 


MORE IMPORTANTLY, the GAC, in its communication to the legislature raised questions as to whether the CBL has imple- 
mented measures to address the lapses noted by both Kroll and PIT. 


WHILE IT IS CLEAR that the government is desperately seeking ways to fix the mess it has created for itself, doing so with- 
out fixing the first problems, is a lightning rod for problems down the line. 


CONTRARY TO WHAT REP. Acarous Moses Gray (Montserrado County District #8) has been trumpeting on social media, 
that the printing of the new banknotes will help the CDC government pay civil servants for Christmas, the truth of the mat- 
ter is, past history of recession in countries that have gone through them, does not point to this having a good ending. 


THE BEST THAT COULD happen, is perhaps, a temporary supply of local currency in the country. 


THE WORST THAT COULD HAPPEN, a scenario of hyperinflation in Zimbabwe, which for a period, experienced currency 
instability. During the height of inflation from 2008 to 2009, it was difficult to measure Zimbabwe's hyperinflation be- 
cause the government of Zimbabwe stopped filing official inflation statistics. However, Zimbabwe’s peak month of infla- 
tion is estimated at 79.6 billion percent month-on-month, 89.7 sextillion percent year-on-year in mid-November 2008. 


In 2009, Zimbabwe stopped printing its currency, with currencies from other countries being used. In mid-2015, Zimba- 
bwe announced plans to have completely switched to the US$ by the end of 2015. In June 2019, the Zimbabwe govern- 
ment announced the reintroduction of the RTGS dollar, now to be known simply as the “Zimbabwe dollar’, and that all 
foreign currency was no longer legal tender. By mid-July 2019 inflation had increased to 175% sparking concerns that 
the country was entering a new period of hyperinflation. 


AND THAT’S THE WORST that could happen for Liberia. 


PREVENTION THEY SAY is better than cure. Perhaps, it may be a good idea to avoid the Zimbabwe scenario before it 
comes back to haunt, or one we might regret, later on. 


THE GOVERNMENT, before venturing down the road to uncertainty must make sure that all T’s are crossed and all I’s dot- 
ted, down to the last detail. 


PAYING CIVIL servants for Christmas may be a good short-term fix, but what happens when the next problem arises? Just 
something to think about before we end up biting more problems, that we can chew.

Nathaniel Higinbotham was born in 1830 in County Cavan, Ireland and came to Canada in 
1846, establishing himself as a chemist and druggist at Guelph. He was a lieutenant-colonel for 
the local militia and served during the Fenian raids. An advertisement in the Guelph Tri-Weekly 
Advertiser, dated 21 February 1856, by J.J. Kingsmill, asked persons interested in forming a 
"Volunteer Rifle Company" at Guelph to contact him. Officers voted in at the meeting were Cap- 
tain John I. Kingsmill, Lieutenant Nathaniel Higinbotham and Ensign Armstrong. Rifles and Company stores were stored in 
the new town hall after 1858. 


In 1862, Nathaniel married Margaret Allan. Higinbotham died in Guelph on January 9, 1911, at the age of 81.
